How Gentlemen of L. sure Amuse Them- 
selves Dowr ‘Texarkana. 

A gentieman who s recently returned 
from Texarkana, se s the Little Rock 
(Ark.) Democrat, tel). a story about some 
of the gentiemen of isure of that city. 
They board at a place which has .a big 
electric light placed near the wall on the 
outside for the purpos« of illuminating the 
yard. Of course the | ‘ght attracts a great 
many bugs and other winged creatures that 
fly up against the wall, batter their brains 
out and then falito the ground. Some of 
the numerous Colonels that board at the 
place hit upon a novel scheme to furnish 
amusement for themselves and their friends 
during the dragging hours between supper 
and bed-time. They captured several nice 
fat bull-frogs, presumably by putting salt 
upon their tails. Under the careful super- 
vision of the leading Colonel the frogs were 
trained till they were able to beat Mark 
Twain’s famous jumper. After the peculiar 
pets had been drilled till they could under- 
stand orders issued in either English, Chi- 
nese or Hindoo, preparations were made to 
put them at the task for which they had been 
captured and specially trained. Under- 
neath the light and at a point where the 
dead bugs fell in the greatest profusion 8 
series of pens were marked out.

Another Whitechape! Murder.

Loxpox, Sept. 10.—At 5:30 this 
morning the police found the body of 
a fallen woman lying at the corner of 


Cable street, Whitechapel. An ex- 
ainination of the remains showed that 
the head and arms had been cut off 
and carried away, the stomach ripped 


ground. A cordon of police instantly | 
surrounded the spot, but there were | 
no arrests up to 8 a. mM. The police- 
men pass the spot every fifteen min- 
utes. Those on duty last night say 
they saw nothing suspicious, Physi- | 
clans who examined the body state 
that in their opinion the murder and 
wutilation had occurred for nearly an | 
hour, It is surmised that the mur- 
derer carried off the head and arms in 
a bag. The murder is the worst of the 
whole series of Whitechapel murders. 
The manner in which the limbs 
were severed from the body shows the 
murderer possessed of some surgical | 
skill. | 
The woman was about 30 years of | 
age. Her élothing was shabby and | 
she was evidently a spirit drinker. 
The remains have not been identified 
The most intense excitement prevails 
in Whitechapel. Crowds surround the | 
mortuary in which the body lies. 
Later details show that there was no 
blood on the ground where the body 
was found nor on the body. From 
this it is evident that the murder was 
committed in some place and the body 
subsequently deposited under the rail- 
way arch. The trunk was nude. A 
torn and bloody chemise was ‘found 
near the body. The arms are intact, | 
but the legs are missing. It is be- 
lieved the woman has been dead for |

When it is remembered that this won- 
derful system of navigation, equally 
well adapted to the largest line of battle 
ship and the frailest canoe, fringes the 
entire seaboard of the province and 
communicates at points, sometimes 
more than a hundred miles from the

What an Egg Will Do. . 


For burns and scalds nothing is 
more soothing than the white of an 
egg, which may be poured over the 
wound. It is softer as a varnish than 
colodion, and, being always at hand 
can be applied. It is also more cooling 
than the sweet oil and cotton which 
was formerly supposed to be the surest 
application to allay the smarting pain. 
It is the contact with the air which 
gives the extreme discomfort experi- 
enced from the ordinary accident of 
this kind, and anything that excludes 
the air and prevents inflammation is 
the thing to be at once applied. The 
egg is considered to be one of the best 
remedies for dysentary. Beaten up 
slightly, with or without sugar, and 
swallowed at a gulp, it tends, by its 
emollient qualities, to lessen the in- 
tiammation of the stomach and intes- 
tines, and, by forming a transient coat- 
ing on these organs, to enable nature 
to resume her healthful sway over a 
diseased body. Two, or at most three 
eggs per day would be all that is re- 
quired in ordinary cases, and since egg 
is not merely medicine, but food as 
well, the lighter the diet otherwise and

Amazing Speed of the Pigeon, 

The much belauded steam engine, the 
motive powers of which have constantly 
to be tended and renewed, is but a poor 
contrivance by the side of the pigeon, 
which, with his self-contained mechan- 
ism, can not only travel at amazing 
speed, but can “stay” for an extraordi- 
nary period. The performance of the 
pigeons which lately flew from London 
to Brussels is astounding. They were 


| loosed from their baskets, some 300 trav- 


elers in all, at 10.20 a. M. on Sunday, 
and they completed the journey of 180 
miles within a minute of 4 o'clock, hav- 


ing flown the distance in five hours and | 


forty-one minutes—that is to say, they 
went 360 half-miles in HO minutes— 
more than a mile in two minutes, and 
this sustained for nearly six hours. It 
is to be assumed that they lost no dis- 
tance and that they went the shortest 
way to Brussels; but it is reported that 
they encountered a severe storm on their 
passage, and every man who has battled 
against a high wind well understands 
what that means. It is obvious that in 
fair weather, to say nothing of what 
might have been done with a favorable 
breeze, very much better time could 
have been made. As it is, the speed of 
these pigeons, kept up for 180 miles, is
